Causes of Back Firing. 
Back firing is caused by misfires in 
one or more cylinders, permitting the 
accumulation of unburned gas iii the 
muffler, which is ignited by heat of the 
walls or by Hie exhaust of firing cylin­ 
ders. Sometimes' it may be due to a 
mixture that is too rich or too-weak, 
and hence burns slowly, continuing its 
combustion after passing Into the ex­ 
haust. 
It also occurs not infrequently 
when the spark is retarded.
